In 1922 parliament gave authority to | 


the C. P, R. to build a line of railway from 
a point on the Lake Manitou 
Saskatchewan, in a general north-wester 
ly direction, through Lloydminster to 
Lake Whitford, in Alberta. The route fol- 
lowed by the line that has been con- 
structed from Cutknife to Lake Whitford 
approximates the location thus indicated. | 
But the C. P. R. claims that it had | 
authority for the construction of this line 
under the provisions of its general char- | 
ter of 1881, and that authority is also con- 
ferred by these provisions to extend the 
line to Edmonton—or elseavhere, for the 
matter of that. 
The National Railways object that the 
Cc. P. R. had no power under the 188! 
charter to build this read, and have there- 
fore no authority whatever to extend it. | 
The provincial department of railways, 
it is understood, acting as the E. D. & B 
C. company, take the ground that the 
Cutknife line is not a bona fide branch 
built from a point on the main line of the 
C. P. R., and that to admit the right of t!» 
company to extend the line to Edmonton 
under the general provisions of the 1881 
charter would introduce a precedent in- 
imical to the interests of the E. D. & B. C. 
Whether the C. P. R. had power to} 
build the road under the charter of 1881, 
and therefore has power to extend it under 
the same charter, is to be threshed out 
before the Board of Railway Commission- 
ers at the sitting to be held in Edmonton 
next week. These are in brief the 
legal entanglements which surround the 
enterprise, and the positions of the three 
sets of railway interests involved. j 
From the public standpoint the ques-

struction of the railway from Willing- 

dom to Edmonton is to be held up while 

the legal battle rages. It is very much to | 
the interest of the people served by the | 
Cutknife line, of the city—and also of the | 
E. D. and B. C. railway—and of the pro- | 
vince generally, that this extension be 

built during the present season. But if | 
construction were held up until a final | 
solution is found of the charter provisions | 
conferred on the C. P. R. in 1881; the pros- | 
pect of the road reaching Edmonton this | 
fall would net be very bright. 

The Nationa! Railways and the C. P. R. 
are in competition, and contact, and more 
or less in conflict, all the way across Can- 
ada. In the broad reaches of the Dominion | 
there must be somewhere an opportunity 
for an interchange of concessions by 
which the National Railways would with- 
draw objection to the construction of the 
Willingdon-Edmonton line. If that were 
done, an arrangement could be arrived at 
to allow the building of the line to pro- 
ceed while the legal controversy is being 
settled; on the understanding that should 
the C. P. R. have to apply for special legis- 
lation at the next session of parliament to 
‘validate the construction, the National 
Railways would offer no opposition to this 
being granted 

The E. D. & B. C. interests would be | 
in no way interfered with by an arrange- 
ment of the kind, and objection from tinat 
quarter is not at all probable. 

Why not, in the interests of the settlers 
and the city, a “gentlemen's agreement’’ 
to allow construction to proceed, charter | 
ar no charter; on the understanding that 
any legislative sanctions which the Rail- | 
way Commission may decide to be neces 
sary will not be opposed when they are ap- 
plied for?

first and if this falls it is time 
enough to try surgery.

Answer—The combination of bran 
and clabbered milk is all right for 
you if you are getting results with 
it.

The innovation is at present being 


seriously considered by the League of | 


Nations and it is probable that that | 
august body will prepare tentative 
legislation, to be submitted to the 
various governments for enactment. 
Should the nations of the world agree 
to simultaneousiy abandon the Gregor- 
fan calendar tn favor of the thirteen- 
month calendar it is declared that the 
inevitable inconventences and diffi- 
culties would be quickly overcome and 
that the scheme would be working 
smoothly within two years 

Under the proposed plan the months 
will contain ar equal number of days 
and weeks, instead of manifesting 
their present irregularities Bach 
would be composed of twenty-eight 
days, or four weeks, with the awkward 
extra day of the normal year tucked 
away, dateless, between December 28 
and January 1 Of course each Leap 
Year would provide an extra day to be 
disposed of, but what is a day more 
or less to an enthusiastic calendar re- 
former? 

Among the numerous advantages 


cited by the protagonists of the “In- | 


ternational Fixed Calendar” are the 


elimination of inaccurate comparisons | 


now caused by the unequal day and 
week iengths of the months; the co- 
inciding of month-end and week-end; 
the simplifications of business and 
commercial calculations throngh pay 
days, Sundays and week days falling 
on four set dates each month, year in 
and year out; elimination of confusion 
at present attendant upon setting 
dates in advance; pinning down of 
holidays to permanent week days; a 
fixed Baster, and a speeded up turn- 
over of money through the change 
from 12 to 13 monthly settlements. 


It is proposed that all public holi- | 


days fall on Mondays, the reformers 
urging that this would, in addition to 
pleasing the workers, improve matters 
for the employers by doing away with 
awkward mid-week breaks. The pro- 
posal to shackle that restless feast day, 
Easter, has met with the approval of 
leading ecclesiastics and churchmen, it 
is claimed 

Against these the defenders of the 
Gregorian calendar set a long list of 
disadvantages, featured in which are 
the difficulty of dividing a thirteen- 
month year into quarters; the increase 
in the number of monthly closings, re- 
ports and statements; the awkward- 
ness of the annua) blank day, with its 
nameless sister recurring every four 
years; and the general upsetting of 
long established customs. 

A rival thirteen-month calendar 
which was widely discussed a score of 
years ago, provided a more attractive 
disposal of the bothersome extra aay. 
It was to be neatly inserted into the 
centre of June and, bearing no date, 
to boast the romantic title of “Mid- 
summer Day.’ Midsummer day was to 
be a world-wide holiday.
